Got the paper copy of your write-up on your shows. I will put it on the District 2 webpaqe and also 
reprint it in the CPAC "Newsletter." 

With your permission, I think I will change two words in your write-up. 

The first word is in the sixth paragraph: "It has made the issue of showing and judging at the same 
show a mute point. The judge can show in one show and judge the other." Instead of "a mute point," I 
think it should be "a moot point." Lawyers are always talking about moot points, that is, points that have 
been resolved and are thus not worthy of discussion. A moot point is one that has little or no practical 
value or meaning. A moot point is one that has no relevance to the matter at hand and therefore 
should not even be talked about. 

The second word is in the ninth paragraph, the last sentence: "Maybe the judges are so wrong." I think 
it should read: "Maybe the judges aren't so wrong." 

As I m sure you understand, I raise these two points in the interest of making your article even better 
than it already is now.

Morning Robert, 

All through the time period we have been working on the 2001 updated version, Bart has continued to 
mention several point cuts that he felt just "showed up" without having been considered or voted on. 
Specifically these were on pages 30, 31 and 32. 

Included were things like the eyes not matching in color (2 points), missing toe nail (1 point) and so 
forth. I was certainly willing to look at those. I told Bart that I did not think that the Revision Committee 
of record could have just plopped things in there out of thin ai.\ but that is what he felt they had done. 

I identified all the new or changed point cuts in that section, comparing between the 1993 and 1998 
editions. My assumption was that they had to either be a standard revision or a standard unification 
action. I pressed Pat for documentation of the standard unifications (I had the official list of revisions 
from Minnesota, which were listed in the Fall 1996 APA Quarterly, and subsequently detailed 
per the voting in Minnesota General Meeting minutes published in the Winter 1996 Quarterly.) 

I then secured on my own the pertinent excerpts from the November 1995 Annual Meeting minutes in 
Richmond, Virginia. In those minutes, which were published in the Winter 1995 Quarterly, is an entire 
section detailing the proposed Standard Unification actions to be incorporated into the Standard. On 
pages 16 and 17 are listed the adjustments to point cuts proposed for smoothing some of the APA/ABA 
conflicts, including several that Bart has been highlighting. Those are exactly the point cuts that were 
incorporated as unification actions into the 1998 edition. I'm sorry, but my research suggests that the 
"point cut issues" Bart mentions were all laid out and voted on by the Board at Richmond in November 
1995. When the Board reconvened after the General Meeting, Stewart Jackson made me 
motion, and Al Watts seconded it to accept the Unification Report and its recommendations that were 
furnished by Wilbur Stauffer. The motion carried without opposition. That list is what Pat Malone finally 
dug out and gave me as the one the committee used when incorporating the unification items into the 
1998 edition. 

I really don't know what else to say to Bart - it was all printed in that APA quarterly. My recollection is 
that Richmond was one of the Annual Meets that he missed, but he should have noted everything in 
the Quarterly. I feel I have thoroughly and diligently flogged this horse, asked Pat Malone for the 
appropriate documentation regarding those changes, and had it more or less affirmed in the 
printed quarterlies. 

I have a list (unfortunately undated) from Bart with over 80 items he had questions or concerns about in 
the 1998 edition.! know that several of those have been fixed, and I had made some notations on 
many of the oihers. Some have already been addressed in the 2001 edition corrections, some will be 
tackled as part of this next major revision, and some were unclear, or did not seem to be valid. 

As I did with your e-mailed list that you sent me, when I find some of that spare time, I will be taking 
Bart's list and doing an item-by-item response to his list. He has several valid observations, but they 
are tough ones - like what do you do if the illustration stinks? Just yank it? Seek a new sponsor for a 
painting? There are valid, but somewhat awkward things to be dealt with in the next 
round. 




This weekend, if I get to it, I will be crafting another communique to you, Bart and Jeannette (as well as 
Walt and Gerald Donnelly) indicating that the best plans often go awry, and due to the time crunch and 
othei needs, I took it upon myself (with a bit of Lynne's help) to cross check the proofs, make sure that 
the items on my report listing were corrected, and it has now gone back to the printer 
so we can get it printed. Doing a further round-robin review would simply have taken too long, and was 
intended to be that tag-team checking against the list. I did the research in response to Bart's questions 
on the point cuts, which took some time to confirm, and then did a couple of cross checks against my 
list. The printer had a handful of minor "misses" on the proof (including misspelling my 
last name!!) and those have been made known. Walt will take a final look at those (as will Bob Young 
at Global Interprint), so it should be pretty tight. If not, they can fire my sorry ass from this committee as 
I'm the one who did the major proofing, and I'll be content to go back to raising a few good Cubalayas 
and writing the occasional resolution. 

One final note for you on the Yearbook stuff - I've noticed in looking up phone numbers for folks, etc. 
that there are a number of fanciers who are members, and major exhibitors, but either don't advertise in 
the yearbook, or they advertise in the ABA yearbook, but not ours. Perhaps your group could develop a 
solicitation letter template that you could send to some of those folks, with more of that 
personal touch like we do when we send copies of last year's ad to folks that did advertise. It might 
encourage a few more of them to participate, and get better results than just the blanket call for ads in 
the quarterly. Just a thought. 

This weekend will be my third in a row to judge, and I need to plan better. Last week I was supposed to 
just show, but got pressed in to service, and it is getting to be a long haul. Have been having prostate 
difficulties, but got the PSA *est back OK, so that part was good. I don't think the long drive to Kansas, 
and then Nebraska a week later will be too good for me, but we'll see. As many of 
my older fancier friends used to say, "don't get old."

TWO SHOWS IN ONE DAY 

The North Iowa Poultry Association and RBR Poultry Club held their 
second annual “two shows in one day”. Last year was a trial run for the 
idea but this year people caught on and it was a huge success. People 
like the idea of doubling their money. 

The judges we had secured for the shows were Art Rieber, Dennis 
Thompson, Scott Adams, and Jerry Yeaw. Unfortunately Jerry could 
not make the trip, because of the shutdown of the airlines, so Bart Pals 
stepped in. The keys to the whole idea of two shows in one day are the 
judges. Extreme measures where taken to insure honesty and integrity 
throughout the show. 

One set of judges start on Waterfowl and Standards while the other set 
of judges start on Bantams. Around noon both sets of judges are 
finished, with their champions picked and placed back in the show, and 
now they switch. After the judging is completed both sets of show 
champions are placed on Champion Row. 

The idea of two shows in one day was hoped to drum up additional 
money for the club. It has done much, much more that that. 

The attention and participation by the exhibitors is unbelievable. 
Usually around early afternoon some peojle are getting a little bored 
while waiting for the judging to be completed. With the two shows in 
one day, it is the afternoon when things start getting fun. That is when 
people start comparing the two sets of judges. It is amazing how close 
things stay. Usually the top birds are very close. 

It has made the issue of showing and judging at the same show a mote 
point. The judge can show in one show and judge the other. 


The exhibitor has the opportunity to double their points, starred wins, 
and cash prizes. It makes much more sense to drive to a thousand miles 
to a show where you can double your prizes. You are actually attending 
TWO shows rather then simply one show. 

The judges are keeping in mind that there will be another person 
judging the same birds within a few hours. I think they are paying 
special attention while judging. 

People realize there is an actual method to the madness of judging. 
Sometimes exhibitors become blind to their own birds and when a judge 
does not pick their birds they complain about the judging. If BOTH 
judges don’t pick their birds they seem to stop and reassess their way of 
thinking. Maybe the judges are so wrong. 

It also adds a twist to the way birds are exhibited. Something new and 
innovative within the world of exhibition poultry.

Please be certain that if a poultry company employs you or a related business that no 
difficulty exists between your employed duties and visiting other poultry flocks. All 
individuals wanting to be included on this listing will be expected to take appropriate 
biosecurity measures as you were taught in the course. Remember your own flocks 
could have contagious diseases, which are nr causing current visible illness but could be 
a source of infection to another person’s flocks. 

Thank you for your continued support of the industry and the maintenance quality poultry 
flocks, which are a good source of enjoyment, and, as a food supply for many 
Pennsylvanians.

As I said, I have been more than willing to chase some things that Bart brought up, and he has had 
some very valid issues over the years, but I just think he needs to let some things go. In this case, 
when I finally ran the items and voting to ground, it all seemed to be there. A lot of Bart's comments on 
his list are still things that need to be considered for the next revision, and this 2001 
edition definitely has some things I wish we could have smoothed over, but it just needed to get done 
and on to printing. At least we have good, solid documentation (in my Access report) of what we 
identified to be fixed, the reasoning, and so forth. I’m already building the next edition's list of items. 

Among the challenges is the issue of weights and how we handle them. I have had more exhibitors 
inguire about weights, and it has been awkward since the ABA saw fit to remove the disqualification 
part like we do. I guess if you were faced with a 4 pound Sebright at a Fair, and it was the only one in 
the class, it might be the winner under their system, and disqualified (technically) under ours. I 
personally think that Standard weights matter and are important, but at the same time I know that show 
managements are loathe to have scales, weigh the birds (the only sure measurement) or allow judges 
to disqualify birds for overweight One of the Red Club members told me they were thinking of bringing 
scales to Nebraska and protesting if the judge placed a large Red that was way overweight. I 
encouraged them to be "data gatherers" amongst themselves to avoid a full blown bad episode, in spite 
of the correctness of their concerns. I could just see them forcing the Red judge to change his 
placements due to overweight, and then having the rest of the show face the same fate... it wouldn't be 
too popular in spite of the accuracy of their points! I've been saying that we ought to be just 
quietly weighing some of the classes to get some stats on the weights and then we can make informed 
decisions as to whether weights should be changed, if that would be good for the breed, and so forth. 

Ah well, my soapbox for a moment. I'm off to judge in Hinton. Oklahoma. A cold front will hit about the 
time I head north, so I'll be bucking a headwind the whole way - 4 hour drive.

Dear Wickett: 

I'll do some investigating and see if i can find the name of a couple of pigeon fanciers in the Erie area. 

In the meantime, the pigeon is probably a Racing Homer (probably a young bird) that got tired out or 
lost on its way back to its home loft while on a training flight. In many instances, the best thing to do is 
to provide feed and water for the bird and let it rest up for a few days and then give it the option of flying 
away, if it wants to. In many cases, such lost or tired birds will go on their way and go home after a few 
days rest. 

What do you feed it? Any kind of pelleted feed for chickens would be OK. There's also pigeon feed 
available at many feed stores. Cracked corn, wheat, barley, even whole corn are OK. 

I hope this is helpful.

Morning Robed, 

All through the time period we have been working on the 2001 updated version, Bad has continued to 
mention several point cuts that he felt just "showed up" without having been considered or voted on. 
Specifically these were on pages 30, 31 and 32. 

Included were things like the eyes not matching in color (2 points), missing toe nail (1 point) and so fodh. I 
was cedainly willing to look at those. I told Bad that I did not think that the Revision Committee of record 
could have just plopped things in there out of thin air, but that is what he felt they had done. 

I identified all the new or changed point cuts in that section, comparing between the 1993 and 1998 editions. 
My assumption was that they had to either be a standard revision or a standard unification action. I pressed 
Pat for documentation of the standard unifications (I had the official list of revisions from Minnesota, which 
were listed in the Fall 1996 APA Quaderly, and subsequently detailed 
per the voting in Minnesota General Meeting minutes published in the Winter 1996 Quarterly.) 

I then secured on my own the pertinent excerpts from the November 1995 Annual Meeting minutes in 
Richmond, Virginia. In those minutes, which were published in the Winter 1995 Quarterly, is an entire section 
detailing the proposed Standard Unification actions to be incorporated into the Standard. On pages 16 and 
17 are listed the adjustments to point cuts proposed for smoothing some of the APA/ABA 
conflicts, including several that Bart has been highlighting. Those are exactly the point cuts that were 
incorporated as unification actions into the 1998 edition. I'm sorry, but my research suggests that the "point 
cut issues" Bart mentions were all laid out and voted on by the Board at Richmond in November 1995. When 
the Board reconvened after the General Meeting, Stewart Jackson made the 
motion, and Al Watts seconded it to accept the Unification Report and its recommendations that were 
furnished by Wilbur Stauffer. The motion carried without opposition. That list is what Pat Malone finally dug 
out and gave me as the one the committee used when incorporating the unification items into the 1998 
edition. 

I really don't know what else to say to Bart - it was all printed in that APA quarterly. My recollection is that 
Richmond was one of the Annual Meets that he missed, but he should have noted everything in the 
Quarterly. I feel I have thoroughly and diligently flogged this horse, asked Pat Malone for the appropriate 
documentation regarding those changes, and had it more or less affirmed in the 
printed quarterlies. 

I have a list (unfortunately undated) from Bart with over 80 items he had questions or concerns about in the 
1998 edition. I know that several of those have been fixed, and I had made some notations on many of the 
others. Some have already been addressed in the 2001 edition corrections, some will be tackled as part of 
this next major revision, and some were unclear, or did not seem to be valid. 

As I did with your e-mailed list that you sent me, when I find some of that spare time, I will be taking Bart's 
list and doing an item-by-item response to his list. He has several valid observations, but they are tough ones 
- like what do you do if the illustration stinks? Just yank it? Seek a new sponsor for a painting? There are 
valid, but somewhat awkward things to be dealt with in the next 
round. 


This weekend, if I get to it, I will be crafting another communique to you, Bart and Jeannette (as well as Walt 
and Gerald Donnelly) indicating that the best plans often go awry, and due to the time crunch and other 
needs, I took it upon myself (with a bit of Lynne's help) to cross check the proofs, make sure that the items 
on my report listing were corrected, and it has now gone back to the printer 

so we can get it printed. Doing a further round-robin review would simply have taken too long, and was 
intended to be that tag-team checking against the list. I did the research in response to Bart's questions on 
the point cuts, which took some time to confirm, and then did a couple of cross checks against my list. The 
printer had a handful of minor "misses" on the proof (including misspelling my

one who did the major proofing, and I'll be content to go back to raising a few good Cubalayas and writing the 
occasional resolution. 

One final note for you on the Yearbook stuff - I've noticed in looking up phone numbers for folks, etc. that 
there are a number of fanciers who are members, and major exhibitors, but either don't advertise in the 
yearbook, or they advertise in the ABA yearbook, but not ours. Perhaps your group could develop a 
solicitation letter template that you could send to some of those folks, with more of that 
personal touch like we do when we send copies of last year's ad to folks that did advertise. It might 
encourage a few more of them to participate, and get better results than just the blanket call for ads in the 
quarterly. Just a thought. 

This weekend will be my third in a row to judge, and I need to plan better. Last week I was supposed to just 
show, but got pressed in to service, and it is getting to be a long haul. Have been having prostate difficulties, 
but got the PSA test back OK, so that part was good. I don't think the long drive to Kansas, and then 
Nebraska a week later will be too good for me, but we'll see. As many of 
my older fancier friends used to say, "don’t get old."

Madam Secretary-Treasurer: 

I would like the following to be put on the agenda at the National Meet next month. 

Our standard contradicts itself regarding the females in the silver and golden penciled 
Hambu'gs. Reading the written description, it calls for a white and bay feather finely and 
distinctly penciled with black. Checking the feathers shown on page 142 in our standard 
it shows a black feather with a fine bay barring. I am now breeding the two above 
mentioned varieties and I would like to have the matter cleared, so that I know what to 
breed for. 

Researching the matter I had to go back to the 1910 Standard where there is a picture of 
a Golden Penciled Hamburg female that is just as the written part of the standard calls 
for. 

Prior to undertaking the breeding of these I researched all the old books I could find and 
bred them as they stated, only to find that they produced females that have the black 
feather with the narrow white and bay barring. This also necessitates double mating due 
to the fact the male is a white feathered bird. I am of the opinion that if we get this 
matter straightened out we may no longer have to double mate these two varieties since 
we will now have both the males and females with the same basic colored feathers. 

I wrote to Pat Malone on May 2, 2001 regarding this matter but to date have heard 
nothing. 

It would be great to get this matter cleared up and if we can get away from double 
mating there is a possibility that more people will take up the breeding of these two 
varieties,

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WE NEED MORE LOCAL PUBLICITY 
by S. Robert Powell reprinted from the 1991 yearbook 


If you didn’t read Poultry Press and/or National Poultry News, or 
if you weren’t on the mailing lists of the poultry organizations in your 
part of the country, or if you were not a member of your local poultry 
club, how would you know about the poultry shows-near and far from 
home-that are coming up in the months ahead? You probably wouldn’t. 

Suppose for example, that someone who lives within five miles 
of you were the proud owner of a coop full of quality show birds. 
Suppose that that person has raised poultry for many years and has 
shown them at a local fair but nowhere else. How would that person 
know, if he were not connected to the world of exhibition poultry 
through the national poultry newspapers or through club newsletters or 
through local club meetings, that an open show of a laige regional 
poultry club, for example, was holding its annual show at the local 
fairgrounds in the near future? 

He probably wouldn’t. And the reason why he wouldn’t is 
because there is rarely any publicity in local or regional newspapers or 
media on poultry shows that take place at the local fairgrounds, for 
example; and there is rarely any publicity in local or regional newspapers 
or media on exhibition poultry in general. 

This, of course, is not the fault of the local media, nor is it the 
fault of the local show secretary, nor is it the fault of the local poultry 
club. Show secretaries and the active members of the local clubs, as we 
all know, have enough to do to run the shows and keep the local clubs 
vital and strong. 

Whose fault is it that there is rarely any poultry publicity 
(upcoming shows, features on exhibition poultry and/or their owners) in 
the local media? It’s your fault and it’s my fault, and it’s the fault of 
every one of us who raises show birds. We are the ones who have to take 
the necessary steps to make sure that that hypothetical person who lives 
five miles from us who is the proud owner of quality show birds, but 
who shows them only at the local fair, knows about the professional 
world of exhibition poultry and about the big club show, with an 
impressive list of state, regional, district and special meets, that will take 
place at the local fairgrounds in the near future. 

And why should he know about the professional world of 
exhibition poultry? For the very particular reason that he may easily 
become the newest member of the local poultry club and not only 
strengthen the local club by his enthusiasm but also show at all area and 
regional shows in the future. Who knows, he may even decide to 



specialize in one of the rarer breeds or varieties and thus help guarantee 
its survival. 

There are, I’m sure, many breeders of quality show birds out 
there who don t ev^n know about the existence of the national poultry 
newspapers or about the many poultry specialty clubs or about the 
regional poultry clubs, There are many people out there who show at the 
local fairs who don’t know that they can show their birds at club shows. 
There are many people out there, I'm sure, who don’t know how to go 
about entering their birds in a show. 

So what can we do to correct this situation? We have to get 
articles in our local newspapers and media about upcoming poultry 
shows in our area. It is not important that the newspapers in question 
hive a large circulation. Small newspapers, in fact, are much better in 
this regard in that they are more willing to publish articles about such 
topics as poultry shows and exhibition poultry. If you are not interested 
in writing an article yourself, contact the local paper or media and invite 
someone from the paper or radio station or televis on station to cover the 
show. And make sure that they know that the public is invited to attend 
and make sure that they include a statement to that effect in any articles 
or stories. 

In addition, most media have calendars of upcoming events and 
are very willing to list a wide variety of events, including upcoming 
poultry' shows, if they are given press releases well in advance of the 
show date. Perhaps a local newspaper can be talked into doing a feature 
article on a well known local poultry fancier and/or his birds. Such 
articles should always contain telephone numbers and/or addresses of 
readers who want more information. 

And don’t forget the feed stores. Most of them have bulletin 
boards, and they are excellent places to post announcements about 
exhibition poultry. And last, but not least, go out and actively reciuit. If 
you are driving by someone’s place and you see what seems to be 
exhibition poultry, stop and introduce yourself and see what happens. At 
the local fair, hang out in the poultry building (most of us do anyway) 
and make sure that anyone who seems at all interested in exhibition 
poultry gets all the information and feed back and encouragement that 
you can possibly provide. 

If ail of us were to become public relations people for the exhibition 
poultry hobby, we would, I’m sure, begin to see lots of new faces at the shoes 
and club meetings (not that there is anything wrong with the old familiar faces, 
not by a long shot). If we were all to become public relations people for the 
exhibition poultry hobby, it would mean that the shows and meetings would be 
bigger and better; and it would mean that the hobby would be stronger both 
locally and nationally. We have everything to gain and nothing to lose.

As an ABA member from District 3, allow me to say here that I wholeheartedly agree 
with the position that the ABA has taken on the matter of judges judging and showing at 
the same ABA sanctioned show. 

In his article (pp. 10-12) in the Fall 2001 ABA Quarterly, the Rev. Paul Ashbrook asks 
for comments and suggestions regarding the proposed new Article 16 (Judging and 
Exhibiting by Judges) to the ABA By Laws. 

Given below are some comments and suggestions that I have—all of which relate to 
language/word use/syntax—regarding proposed Article 16. The section and line 
references that I use are to be seen in relation to the proposed article as published on 
pages 11-12 of the Fall 2001 ABA Quarterly. 

Article 16 

Section 1, line 2: no need to capitalize the word “Judge” 

Section 2, line 3: add “for the show” after the word “deadline” 

Section 2, line 6: instead of “judge(s)make it “judge” 

Section 2, line 7: instead of “judge(s),” make it “judge” 

Section 2, line 8: change “their” to “his/her” 

Section 3, lines 1-2: instead of “shall constitute a grievable offense. A grievance” use 
“are valid grounds for filing a grievance, which may” 

Section 3, line 7: instead of “of the occurrence.” use “of the alleged violation.” 

Section 3, line 11: instead of “adhering to the” use “in accordance with” 

Section 4, line 8: no need to capitalize the word “Penalties.” 

Section 5, line 3: instead of “sanction” use “sanctioning” 

Section 6, line 2: no need to capitalize “Shall” 

Section 6, line 3: no need to capitalize “In” 

Section 6, line 4: instead of “of the various poultry” use “in the various poultry” 

Section 6, line 5: no need to capitalize “Newspapers” 

Section 6, line 5: instead of “of the United States” use “in the United States”

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President’s Message 

Hello everyone. 1 hope you had a good summer. By now several of us should have a number of 
American Game Bantams showing some promise as potential show birds or future breeders. Fall is the 
time of year when many of us will be called on to supply stock to others. Let’s strive to only sell quality 
stock. Nothing will help you sell more birds in the future than if you only sell quality stock. A good rule 
of thumb is to never send a bird to someone to use as a breeder that you wouldn’t breed from yourself. 

In case you haven’t heard, the U.S. Postal Service is no longer accepting birds for shipment 
through the mail with the exception of a few locations. This is going to be a huge obstacle for those 
wishing to obtain a start in American Game Bantams. Those of us that have stock to spare should go out 
of our way to try and help others obtain breeding stock. This may include driving long distances to 
shows or other locations to deliver birds or asking friends to deliver birds for us to shows we are unable 
to attend. Those of us who have stock and have never shipped hatching eggs may now have to consider 
doing so. I know it must be frustrating for those of you who have been unable to obtain stock, but don’t 
be discouraged. This is a strong club that highly values its members, and we will get birds to you one 
way or another, sooner or later. 

Be prepared to be less than satisfied with the way some judges will place American Game 
Bantams at the shows. Something we must remember is that many judges have spent more time studying 
the breeds and varieties being shown, rather thai. studying every variety of every breed from the 
standard. According to the “Bantam Standard”, any American Game Bantam male that doesn’t have 
sickles with semi-cardioid curves is to be disqualified. This means the sickles must be long enough to 
form half a heart, not half a circle. Many judges are not aware of this, nor are they aware of the fact that 
shafting is preferred in the stippled sections of BB Red females. We may encounter even more obstacles 
when showing under judges that aren’t licensed with the ABA, since the APA hasn’t yet accepted the 
American Game Bantam as a standard breed. Take your “Bantam Standard” with you to the shows, and 
don’t hesitate to remind the judges of what it says. If you must correct someone, just be sure to do it in a 
nice and friendly manner. If the judge doesn’t consider the best American Game Bantam when picking 
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the champion of the class, “Old English and American Game”, bring it to his attention, and make him give 
an answer for himself, One quality of the American Game Bantam is that they are pugnacious. We, as 
breeders, should possess a certain amount of that quality if we are going to bring the breed to popularity. 

Feel free to voice your opinions, ideas, complaints or suggestions. Remember, this is your club. 
You have paid your dues, and this club would not be possible without each member’s support.

Vice President’s Message 

Greetings from the Great White North. To start, let me say that my family and I hope that no 
member has suffered a loss stemming from the horrific events of September 11.1 know that this has been 
something that has been at the forefront for the last month, and I f' 1 ,ot want to belabour the subject. I 
simply want to let everyone know that our thoughts are often straying South of the border with our hope 
that all is well with everyone. 

I need to correct a mistake from the summer newsletter. When relating the breeders from whom 
we had acquired birds during our trip to Ohio, I said Cal Boker insteaa of Cal Domer. One of those slips 
of the brain.Cal Boker does have some fine Games, but not AGB or Miniature Pit. Cal Domer, on the 
other hand, keeps some fine Miniature Games, Greys and Doms, and the stag that he sent home with me 
has produced some very good GDW AGB.This summer has been vety busy for us. We ended up hatching 
close to 600 birds, and while mortality has been higher than I like, we still have about 500 on the ground. 
Approximately 200 of these are AGB, so we will have a lot of choice when looking at brood stock. 
Looking after 500 young birds and 60 or so breeders as well as taking in the hay and planting perennials 
in the nursery on top of working off the farm has been about all I could handle. I have fallen down in my 
correspondence, so I will ask folks to bear with me for a bit longer. 

We have just finished celebrating our Thanksgiving, and this year had much to be thankful for. 
One thing that we re not terribly thankful for is that the heating season has started and we have already 
had some nights with temperatures below freezing. The December arrival of our third child is going to 
keep me home for the next few months, f will be missing Columbus this year, but 1 hope to read about 
the great collection of AGB there. Patti-Ann is very patient with my little quirk, but f believe that going 
out of the country close to to her due date might sour the way chickens are looked at around here. I do 
hope to take a good variety of young birds to the Ontario Poultry Breeders show in early December .1 
have shown AGB up here in the past and while the reception they received from judges was not always 
warm, there is generally a good bit of interest in them from other fanciers. 

The APA yearbook had an excellent article on AGB by S. Robert Powell. This covered the 
history of the breed well. Hopefully this has inspired some folks to look for some AGB to add to their 
yards. 

The shipping problems are going to slow down the spread of AGB to all of the members but I 
believe that we will be able to think our way through, around or over this obstacle. In Canada all 
shipping of adult birds is done by air freight ard it is indeed costly, yet birds still seem to move from one 
province to another. Hopefully the issue will be straightened out shortly. In the meantime I will be 
holding onto all of the birds that show promise either to ship them in the spring or to supply eggs for 
shipping. I normally do not ship eggs, but getting the AGB spread around to all of the members must 
take precedence over my likes or dislikes. I will have more on this issue later on in the year. Until then 
my best wishes to all. Remember; TYPE, SIZE, COLOUR. 

Keep Well 
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Frequently Asked Questions

Hello again, to all AGBC members. Hope everyone had a great summer and a good hatch this 

year. 

In the previous article we mentioned that you war t an American Game Bantam to look and feel 
like a miniature version of a standard size American (Pit) Game. Type is everything. Size and color will 
come with selective breeding. They should have a strong, muscular body, and a tight, hard feather. 

We’re sure what you feed has a lot to do with the overall condition of a Game chicken. We feed 
hard grains with pellets for added protein. My brother decided to feed his Game chickens pellets, for 
about two years, and we continued as usual with our hard grain mix. His birds looked real good, but 
compared to ours, when handled, they felt like a spotige. We also believe that hard grains make better 
feathei Hard-boiled eggs are the best thing you can feed newly hatched peeps, even if only for a day or 
two. Our incubator-hatched peeps always get hard-boiled eggs and oatmeal for the first week or two plus 
their crumbs. We use a 16% protein Game bird crumble. As they’re old enough, about 4-6 weeks, we add 
small cracked com first, then wheat. Our hard grain mix consists of: Whole shelled com, barley, wheat, 
oats and a 16% protein pellet. Our youngsters are eating all grains by three months of age. We add a little 
black oil sunflower seed during the molt, and alternate grit and oyster shell weekly. We adjust the com by 
the seasons, summer, less com, winter, more com. We like to let the peeps roam free as long as possible, 
usually until trimming age unless they’re causing trouble. When they start sparring seriously with each 
other it’s time to separate them. If they’re confined to a pen you have to do this a lot sooner. They’re 
always in good condition when they have free range to graze. They get everything they need in their diet. 
The exercise helps to develop muscles, and feather quality is nicer. 

We treat for worms and cocci a few times a year, and usually a preventative respiratory treatment 
twice a year. We always give vitamins after medication, some during the molt, and before and after a 
show. A clean and economical way to clean your chickens up for a show - Mix in a spray bottle, half and 
half, rubbing alcohol and water. Spray, avoiding head and eyes, and wipe o’ er with a soft, dry cloth. It 
will also take care of any parasite problem, if you soak them, and let them preen themselves dry. When we 
first started showing, olive oil vas the thing to use on heads and legs. Oil makes their heads scaly about a 
week after. We recently tried Vet RX and will probably never use anything else. 

Most all of our chickens are kept in a round wire pen with a roof and a roost, some on tie cords at 
plastic barrels. They sit in a wooded area, so they have some natural protection from the weather, and 
plenty of shade in the summer. We give no added protection to pens in winter. They adjust well to the 
weather changes. They are a very hardy breed with incredible vitality. 

When you have chickens, you will have predators. We’re continuously bothered with all kinds. 
We found that an electric fence works good to keep out the four-legged ones. We use two wires, first one 
6-8 inches above ground, second one 6-8 inches above that. Great Homed Owls were real hard on this 
year’s hatch again. They wiped out whole settings of peeps. Real discouraging, but we’il still have quite 
a few real nice birds. 

Fall has arrived, and we’re ending up a Young Bird Race season with the pigeons and planning to 
enter a nice show of American Game Bantams in several color varieties at York, PA at the end of October 
and at the Maryland State Show here in November. It’s a busy time of the year catching, trimming, and 
penning roosters. Peter Atkin had an exceptional article on trimming. We’d like to add. remove their 
water about 24 hours before, and they won’t bleed as much, and will heal twice as fast. 

There seems to be quite an interest in this breed, and membership to this club seems to be 
growing fast. We urge the club and ail the members to join the American Bantam Association and the 
American Poultiy Association, and show if you can. We’re willing to do what we can as breeders and 
exhibitors to promote the breed and hopefully some day, see it accepted into the APA Standard of 
Perfection. 
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Setting up the Brood Pen: 

Choosing the Female

The young birds are growing well now and many folks will be looking to get their start of AGB. 
With this in mind, I thought that sharing my thoughts on what qualities 1 look for in breeding stock might 
help. This issue I’ll look at what I look for in my females and in the winter issue I’ll discuss the male. 

One of the most important factors in picking pullets or hens for the brood pen is health and 
vitality. For show birds type must be right at the top of the list as well, but it no use having birds with 
good type but a poor constitution. To properly judge this factor it is important to visit the breeder that 
you have chosen to get your start from. For some this will not be feasible, but if it is at all possible, a visit 
to see the birds in their home setting is invaluable. I lock for pullets that are active, scratching or 
exploring around the yard looking for insects or seeds. I like to see birds up in trees or somewhere high 
that they had to fly to. This indicates that they are developing good muscle tone in their breasts. 

A nice red face and bright eyes are good indicators of a healthy bird. I also look at the legs and feathers, 

I like to see a sheen to the feathers and bright legs, not dull. When in hand the pullet should feel firm, 
not hard like an Asil or soft. They should feel a bit like a sponge rubber ball, firm with a bit of spring to 
the flesh. When the wing is stretched out it should spring back quickly, again an indicator of good breast 
muscling. I like a pullet that fits well into the palm of the hand, with enough spread of the pubic bones to 
indicate easy egging. This is not to say that the bones should be spread like a producing hen, but just 
spread enough to give the impression that the pullet could lay an egg with little trouble. 

Type, of course, has to be a major factor in picking brood stock. Don’t be afraid to take your 
standard with you when visiting the breeder and compare the pullets to the description for the female 
AGB. I like a female that is balanced, one that does not seem to exaggerate one trait above the others. 
Doug’s article on feather quality covers most of the issues of type that 1 look for, so I won’t repeat them. 
I will stress his points on female hackle and tail coverts. I look for a female with an abundant hackle. 
This does not mean that the feathers have to be overly long, they should be of medium length, but that 
there are lots of them and that they travel well down the neck to touch or even cover the tops of the 
shoulders. This will produce males with good hackles. For tail coverts, I like to see that they cover the 
base of the tail feathers, up to approximately 1/3 to 1/2 of the main tail feathers. Like Doug I prefer 
hens that show a bit of curve to those top tail feathers. One of the big differences between AGB and 
OEGB is the length and angle of the back. The back for AGB should be medium length and tapering 
slightly, 20 degrees, while the back for OEGB should be short and taper sharply to the tail. I like to see 
a female with good length of leg, one that looks solid on her legs. Some pullets lend to be too leggy or 
dumpy with short legs, these should be avoided. As Doug mentions, tail carr.age and spread does seem 
to change but I look for a female with tail spread of at least two inches, and the proper carriage, one other 
point regarding the tail is length of the feathers. In the male the tail should be the same height as the base 
of the beak, this is a trait I look for in females as well. Too many females have good tails but for this 
point. As far as colour goes, I’ll simply say that the best idea is to read the standard so that you know 
what the proper colour traits are. I would only use colour as a deciding factor between two birds that are 
equally good in type. I will always choose a better typed pullet with poorer colour over a pullet with 
good colour but major type defects. 

The last trait 1 look at is temperament. Birds that are running all of the time won’t be as tame as 
birds that are handled often, but I like to see birds that do not show a lot of fear. I like to see birds that 
are around your feet waiting for treats. I also like to see aggressive females. Gamefowl should be 
aggressive, both sexes. I look for pullets that come to the front of the flock, who are not afraid to drive 
other birds away from the feeder or water. Ihis is what Games are about and it is a trait that should be 
kept in the breed. 

Once again, I will stress picking balanced birds, over birds that show to much of one trait or 
another. It is possible to breed from birds like that, but it is far easier if you do not have to.

Breeding For Feather in American Game 
Bantams 

By Doug Huggins 

One of the most important parts of breeding American G.-me Bantams is getting good feather 
quality. The “Bantam Standard" states that the feather on American Game Bantams should be hi .'d, 
sound, resilient, smooth, and brilliant, without much fluff, but with good length. 

The American Game Bantam is a Game breed, so it stands to reason that it should have hard 
feathers. Hard feathers are better fit for the outdoor weather conditions that Game Fowl are often 
subjected to. Hard feathers are tighter and also shed water better. A hard-feathered bird will keep its form 
better out in the rain and wind and also through the molt. A soft-feathered bird will get soggy in rain and 
fluffy in wind, and its appearance will be changed more during the molt than that of a hard-feathered 
bird. 

Although they should have a certain amount of hardness, they don't need to be as hard as an 
Aseel. As breeders. 1 urge you not to sacrifice length for hardness. Once you loose feather length in your 
strain it is hard to get it back without crossing with another bloodline that has an abundance of feather 
length. I find it is easier to get hard-feathered birds from soft-feathered birds than it is to increase feather 
length on birds that have feathers that are much too short. 

The key to keeping goou feather length in your strain is to breed from correctly feathered 
females. The shorter-feathered, harder females are attractive indeed, but if you use females in the 
breeding pen that are too short-feathered, you may be disappointed in their male offspring’s lack of 
feather length. The “Bantam Standard” calls for good length of feather in females as well as males. It 
calls for an abundance of coverts that run way up the tail on the female. This was wrote into the standard 
to insure that females that meet the requirements for feather length as show birds, would also produce 
correct feathering on males when used as breeders, therefore eliminating the need for double-mating. 
Something else 1 look at very closely on females is the length and fullness of the hackle. 1 also like for 
the top two tail feathers on females to be slightly curved and be as long or longer than the rest of the 
feathers in the tail. This will help enhance the curve and length on the sickles of the male offspring. The 
tail should be moderately long and have a good spread if possible. Ideally, the tail should be carried at a 
fifty degree angle, and have an abrupt break where it joins the back. The tail carriage and tail spread are 
two areas where rny females seem to change with the weather. Sometimes I find that a female that carried 
her tail high yesterday, carries her tail low today or vice versa, or a low-tailed female that goes broody 
suddenly carries her tail higher. This is where I just have to go by what they produce or compare them to 
their male siblings. If a certain female seems to be low-tailed, '-ut her brotuers have excellent tail 
carriage, I will still consider using her as a breeder. Oi. the other hand, if she is a sister to males that have 
a problem with low tail carriage or pinched tails that lack spread, I will cull her out. In my opinion, the 
female is the most important bird in the breeding pen; however, on a few occasions I have had males that 
have had a very dominant influence on the offspring. 

The males' hackle ■ should be long, flowing well down over the shoulders and concealing the 
top edge of the wingbow. The hackle should also be full, not fitting too closely or tight on the neck. The 
saddle should be abundant, filling in the space between the wing tips and stem, possibly even conceal¬ 
ing the wing tips. The sickles should be long and broad, forming a semi-cardioid curve. The term, semi- 
cardioid. means to form half a heart. Refer to the main sickles of the BB Red American Game Bantam 
male pictured in the “Bantam Standard' or to the Silver Duckwing male on the front page of this 
newsletter. Simply put, the male American Game Bantam should have sickles much longer and more 
curved than the average Old English Game Bantam male. If you have a male that is an otnerwise out¬ 
standing bird, but has shorter than desired sickles, tiy mating him to females that are sisters to cockerels 
that have excellent sickle length. By the same token, be cautious of using females in the brood pen 
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that are sisters to males that lack sickle length and curve. This is why it is important to keep records of 
what every bird is out of at least uniil you get your strain coming consistent. 

I hope these tips will help some of you in culling your birds or when selecting birds for the 
brood pen. If you have any other questions eel free to contact me, and I will try my best to help. I am 
always willing to share what little knowledge 1 have acquired with others who want to take the 
American Game Bantam to a higher level. 

Tips for Photographing Your American Game 
Bantams

We have received some photos of AGB that we just cannot use in the newsletter. Not because 
of the quality of the birds, but because the photo is in some way unsuitable for reproduction. Some 
times ii has been that the birds are caught at an awkward angle or moving, and others have been due to 
actual composition of the photo. Here are a few tips that may help you when taking photos of your 
birds. 

♦ Try to take your photos at a time of day when there is adequate lighting or if indoors make sure 
that you have the bird stationed in a well lit area. Photos taken in the early morning or late after¬ 
noon will have shadows that show differently than those taken in early afternoon and will have a 
different look in colour due to light reflection from the feathers. Make sure that any shadows fall 
behind the subject, not on or in front of the bird. The very best conditions for outside shots is a 
slightly overcast day, with enough light to properly show the plumage colours, but not enough to 
cast shadows. 

♦ Tie your bird out on a “string”. If your birds are not used to being on hitches, tie them out and 
leave them alone for a while. This will allow them to quiet down before you start shooting. Tying 
several stags or cocks out where they can see each other will keep them active and posing. Tying a 
hen out or letting a hen run, either with just one male on a line or among several will give you some 
good opportunities. Birds can be tethered inside as well, shorten the string to a 

reasonable length and let the bird become accustomed to the string before shooting. 

♦ Get down to the bird’s level, or if inside, raise the bird up to yours. All of my shots are taken 
lying on the ground. Looking down, or up at a bird will not give an accurate representation of the 
bird's type. 

♦ Take your shots that are either side on or 3/4 facing you. Side shots probably give the best idea 
of how the bird looks. 3/4 away or back shots rarely show a bird well. 

♦ Take lots of photos. I usually take at least two and sometimes four or five shots of each 
bird.The bird may move while the shutter is operating ending up with a blurred photo. Of course 
you won’t discover this until you get the photos back from processing. 

♦ Keep in mind what is in the background and how the background shows off the bird. A white 
bird doesn’t show up as well against a white wall or a shot outdoors where the sky takes up most of 
the background. Conversely, a dark bird needs a background that is lighter to best show it off. 

♦ Use the appropriate film. Fast film, 400 or 800 will work well in areas where the lighting is not 
the best but can be a bit grainy. 100 or 200 speed film gives the best quality picture, but requires 
more light. I generally use 400 for most of my shots, however, if I was going to take a large number 
of shots that I wanted to be of high quality I would go to 200. 

♦ Get to know what your camera will do. It doesn’t matter if it is a $50 or $1 000 model, if you 
don’t know how to use it to your best advantage your shots will rarely be the best you could get. 

♦ IF you have zoom capability, USE IT. By using the zoom feature you can get shots of the birds 
without getting close enough to disturb them. 

♦ Most importantly, HAVE FUN. My shots always turn out better if I stay loose and take the 
shots as they come, instead of getting tense and trying to rush the shot.

I am now breeding the too above 
mentioned varieties and I would like to have the matter cleared, so that I know what to 
breed for. 

Researching the matte I had to go back to the 1910 Standard where there is a picture of 
a Golden Penciled Hamburg female that is just as the written part of the standard calls 

for. 

Prior to undertaking the breeding of these I researched all the old books I could find and 
bred them as they stated, only to find that they produced females that have the b ack 
feather with the narrow white and bay barring. This also necessitates doub^mabrig du 
to the fact the male is a white feathered bird. I am of the opinion that if we get this 
matter straightened out we may no longer have to double mate these two vanetiess lnce 
we will now have both the males and females with the same basic colored feathers.

After two and a half very exhausting days, it was very pleasant to 
be able to sit back and relax and visit with you during the ride to 
Eppley Field.

Notes from the trip from Wilkes-Barre to Lincoln, 
Nebraska, November 3-4, 2001

This trip to Lincoln is going to 
cost about $800 before it’s all over. Very pleasant trip to Pittsburgh from Scranton— 
almost no turbulence of any kind. I set off all kinds of alarms in passing through 
security at Scranton: belt buckle, metal in credit cards, silver dollar, metal in my 
shoes’ soles. 

On the road to Lincoln, Nebraska. Not too bad for a little boy from Fell Township. 
Poultry has broadened my world—literally and figuratively. Would I ever get to 
Lincoln, Nebraska were it not for the birds? Probably not. Many, many people on cell 
phones. Very noisy and irritating. They’re almost as bad as the kids used to be with 
“boom boxes.” Tnese phone folks seem to think that we’re all very interested in 
hearing their frequently-silly conversations (sports, what’s new at the office, week¬ 
end plans). Then, of course, there are the computer folks: video games on lap top 
computers. Very top drawer, very executive. Je vous en prie! Ridiculous. 

Pittsburgh to Kansas City (A319 EOW airbus) 

I was singled out again and searched thoroughly. Thank goodness. I’m glad that I 
don’t look like the run of the mill traveler. Very smooth flight. A gigantic jet. Seat 
10-C. Very rapid ascent, above the clouds in 3-5 minutes. A couple of hours in the air 
to prepare for the Directors’ meeting. I’m ready for the meeting. I will not be shoved 
around by the in-crowd on the Board. 

Midwest Air 5529, Flight 5, Kansas City to Lincoln 

T hc smallest commercial airliner that 1 have ever been on. A Beechcraft 100 (19), I 
think Eighteen passengers possible but there are only 5 of us on this flight. Two of us 
were asked to move to the back “to evenly distribute the weight.” The plane is like a 
crop duster, like being inside a drainpipe, more or less. Co-pilot as flight attendant. 
Kansas City was a very provincial-feeling airport. The doors are open to the pilot’s 
area on this plane and I can see out the front window of the plane as we travel. 1 can 
also see the instrument par.el. Missouri is very flat. This is like being on a fighter 
plane, I suppose. Forty-five minutes to Lincoln. No poultry folks on board. I wonder 



if ihe APA will have a shuttle at the Lincoln airport? That would be very nice. If not, 
I’ll immediately get a cab to the Best Western. What an adventure! This looks and 
feels like small-town America, and it’s a very nice feeling. Is that the Missouri River? 
In traveling from Kansas City to Lincoln, you go up the Missouri River and turn left 
into the setting sun and you’re there: 45 minutes air time. Beautiful farmland along 
the Missouri River, which looks as peaceful as a mill pond. It’s lighter (more 
daylight) up here than down there. It’s getting dark on the ground. Full sunlight up 
here. Tens of thousands, maybe hundreds of thousands, of acres of farmland. No 
yuppies, thank goodness, on this flight. 

A lot of planning has gone into this trip—and now it’s a reality. Very soon I will be 
in Lincoln for the Board of Directors’ meeting of the American Poultry Association. 
In good form, on time, at my best.

And they will 
probably be the next vice president and president, respectively, of the APA! Fred 
Zillich: “Welcome and have a good time.” 

The 2003 annual will take place on January 23-24-25, 2004, hosted by the Pacific 
Poultry Breeders’ Association; Bruce Sherman, Lowell Sherman, and Jim Sallee 
made the presentation for the PPBA (“This is the old “cow palace” show.”), Placer 
County Fairgrounds, Roseville (near Sacramento), CA. 

Rodney Dannehl judged the qualifying meet for Welsh Harlequin ducks. There were 
74 of them. “All of the top birds were very fine. There seems to be lots of consistency 
in the breed. The proposed standard is excellent. They have met all the criteria. We’U 
vote on acceptance at the general meeting.” 

Scott Adams is the proxy for Vi Halbach. I like Scott. I do not like Vi. Scott is very 
concerned about the quality of buff color on birds. “We don’t have two buffs of the 
same color,” says he. 

A letter of reprimand will be sent to Henry Mager, who violated the APA’s by-laws 
when he showed and judged at the same show. All members of the Board, except 
Troy and Danny (of course) voted to reprimand Mager. 

The lobbyist for the APA and the Bird Shippers’ of America is Stephen Boynton 
(who is good at dealing with the PETA folks). 










The Directors formulate the budget. At the general membership meeting the budget is 
approved. 

It gave me a great deal of pleasure to poke holes in Vi Halbach’s copyright argument. 
Her motion, made by Scott Adams, died for lack of a second.

Publicity is an important factor in the success of any organization, whether 
it’s your local public library, a community organization, a national labor 
union, or your poultry club. Whatever the organization, there is a need for 
more local publicity. 


WE NEED MORE LOCAL PUBLICITY 
byS. Robert Powell reprinted from the 1991 yearbook 

If you didn’t read Poultry Press and/or National Poultry News, or 
if you weren’t on the mailing lists of the poultry organizations in your 
part of the country, or if you were not a member of your local poultry 
club, how would you know about the poultry shows-near and far from 
home-that are coming up in the months ahead? You probably wouldn’t. 

Suppose for example, that someone who lives within five miles 
of you were the proud owner of a coop full of quality show birds. 
Suppose that that person has raised poultry for many years and has 
shown them at a local fair but nowhere else. How would that person 
know, if he were not connected to the world of exhibition poultry 
through the national poultry newspapers or through club newsletters or 
through local club meetings, that an open show of a large regional 
poultry club, for example, was holding its annual show at the local 
fairgrounds in the near future? 

He probably wouldn’t. And the reason why he wouldn’t is 
because there is rarely any publicity in local or regional newspapers or 
media on poultry shows that take place at the local fairgrounds, for 
example; and there is rarely any publicity in local or regional newspapers 
or media on exhibition poultry in general. 

This, of course, is not the fault of the local media, nor is it the 
fault of the local show secretary, nor is it the fault of the local poultry 
club. Show secretaries and the active members of the local clubs, as we 
all know, have enough to do to run the shows and keep the local clubs 
vital and strong. 

Whose fault is it that there is rarely any poultry publicity 
(upcoming shows, features on exhibition poultry and/or their owners) in 
the local med a? It’s your fault and it’s my fault, and it’s the fault of 
every one of us who raises show birds. We are the ones who have to take 
the necessary steps to make sure that that hypothetical person who lives 
five miles from us who is the proud owner of quality show birds, but 
who shows them only at the local fair, knows about the professional 
world of exhibition poultry and about the big club show, with an 
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impressive list of state, regional, district and special meets, that will take 
place at the local fairgrounds in the near future. 

And why should he knew about the professional world of 
exhibition poultry? For the very particular reason that he may easily 
become the newest member of the local poultry club and not only 
strengthen the local club by his enthusiasm but also show at all area and 
regional sho ws in the fu ture. Who knows, he may even decide to 
specialize in one of the rarer breeds or varieties and thus help guarantee 
its survival. 

There are, I’m sure, many breeders of quality show birds out 
there who don’t even know about the existence of the national poultry' 
newspapers or about the many poultry specialty clubs or about the 
regional poultry clubs, There are many people out there who show ut the 
local fairs who don’t know that they can show their birds at club shows. 
There are many people out there. I’m sure, who don’t know how to go 
about entering their birds in a show. 

So what can we do to correct this situation? We have to get 
articles in our local newspapers and media about upcoming poultry 
shews in our area. It is not important that the newspapers in question 
have a large circulation. Small newspapers, in fact, are much better in 
this regard in that they are more willing to publish articles about such 
topics as poultry shows and exhibition poultry. If you are not interested 
in writing an article yourself, contact the local paper or media and invite 
someone from the paper or radio station or television station to cover the 
show. And make sure that they know that the public is invited to attend 
and make sure that they include a statement to that effect in any articles 
or stories. 

In addition, most media have calendars of upcoming events and 
are very willing to list a wide variety of events, including upcoming 
poultry shows, if they are given press releases well in advance of the 
show date. Perhaps a local newspaper can be talked into doing a feature 
article on a well known local poultry fancier and/or his birds. Such 
articles should always contain telephone numbers and/or addresses of 
readers who want more information. 

And don’t forget the feed stores. Most of them have bulle m 
boards, and they are excellent places to post announcements abou 
exhibition poultry. And last, but not least, go out and actively recruit. If 
you are driving by someone’s place and you see what seems to be 
exhibition poultry, stop and introduce yourself and see what happens. At 
the local fair, hang out in the poultry building (most of us do anyway) 
and make sure that anyone who seems at all interested in exhibition 
poultry gets all the information and feed back and encouragement that 
you can possibly provide. 
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If all of us were to become public relations people for the exhibition 
poultry hobby, we would. I’m sure, begin to see lots of new faces at the shows 
and club meetings (not that there is anything wrong with the old familiar faces, 
not by a long shot). If we were all to become public relations people for the 
exhibition poultry hobby, it would mean that the shows and meetings would be 
bigger and better; and it would mean that the hobby would be stronger both 
locally and nationally. We have everything to gain and nothing to lose. 

Pennsylvania Farm Show 

As soon as I received the Premium list for the 2002 Pennsylvania 
State Farm Show, 1 noted that two of the judges that have been hired to 
judge the 2002 poultry show are not residents of Pennsylvania. I 
immediately wrote the following letter to the Pennsylvania Secretary of 
Agr'culture:

I received today the Premium List for the 2002 Pennsylvania State Farm 
Show and immediately turned to Department 9: Poultry, which is a special 
interest of mine. 

I note that two of the judges (Messrs. Stauffer and Waski) that have been 
hired to judge the poultry show are not residents of Pennsylvania. The other 
o judges (Messrs. Krahe and Greubel) are both Pennsylvania residents. 

,.n event such as the Pennsylvania State Farm Show, it seems to me that 
i-L of the judges that are hired to judge in ALL of the departments should, 
if possible, be Pennsylvanians. 

The Farm Show, after all, is a celebration of Pennsylvania agriculture. It 
should, at the same time, showcase licensed judges who are also from the 
Commonwealth. Lists of licensed Pennsylvania poultry judges can easily be 
obtained from the American Poultry Association and the American Bantam 
Association, both of which, I and pleased to see, have awarded sanctioned 
“meets” to the Pennsylvania State Farm Show. 
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In saying what I have, be assured that I am not, in any way, speaking against 
the two out-of-state poultry judges that have been engaged to judge the 
upcoming poultry show. 

As it turns out, I know and respect all four of the judges who will judge at 
the 2002 poultry show—and I’m sure that they will do a thoroughly 
professional job in judging the poultry show. 

My point is this: it’s the Pennsylvania State Farm Show. Everything relating 
to the show, to the greatest extent possible, should originate in and celebrate 
the agricultural and intellectual products of the Commonwealth.

Dear Mr. Powell: 

Thank you for your letter regarding poultry judges at the Pennsylvania Farm Show. 

We agree there are many qualified judges, both inside and outside Pennsylvania. It is the objective 
of the Farm Show Commission to engage the most qualified judges that circumstances will allow. 

In many departments, only out-of-state judges are hired because all of the highly qualified judges 
are exhibitors, or the exhibitors as a group do not wish to be judged by their fellow Pennsylvanians. 
In other departments, in-state judges are available and acceptable. All things being equal, in the 
interest of fairness, we engage out-of-state judges living within a reasonable distance of 
Pennsylvania. In the Poultry Department, we use both, as many qualified Pennsylvania judges are 
exhibitors and others do not wish to judge the birds that they have become familiar with throughout 
the year. 

Each year the Poultry Department chairmen assemble a list of prospective judges from suggestions 
submitted by the exhibitors and others. The Farm Show Commission approves these suggestions 
and management contacts the prospective judges. 

If you have particular suggestions for the 2003 Pennsylvania Farm Show, please forward them to 
Dr. Paul H. Patterson, Associate Professor of Poultry Science, 223 Flenning Building, University 
Park, PA 16802 and Dr. Michael R. Hulet, Associate Professor of Poultry Science, 222 Flenning 
Building, University Park, PA 16802.

Last October, Rene Dupont 
and his father, Albert, found, in the 
old Maple Spring Beverage 
warehouse in East Wareham, MA, 
the egg collection of Walter 
Burgess Savary, who was bom in 
1855 and died in 1936. For 65 
years, the whereabouts of the 
collection was unknown. 

There are 8,000 eggs in the 
collection and 90% of them are 
intact. With the eggs when the 
collection was found were 2,363 
handwritten data cards. 

In the nineteenth-century, 
many people had egg collections 
and collectors traveled far and 
wide in pursuit of rare birds’ eggs. 

The Savary egg collection is 
now housed at the Bristol County 
Agricultural High School’s Natural 
History Center in Dighton, MA, 
where Rene is a senior. A 
webaddress is given with the 
article.

The following Directors were present at the meeting of the Board of 
Directors on Friday, November 2, at 7 P.M.: Duane Urch, Fred Zillich, Sam 
Brush, John Monaco, Nona Shearer, Troy Laroche, Peter Merlin, and S. 
Robert Powell. Represented by proxies were Jerry Yeaw (Bob Rhodes), Vi 
Halbach (Scott Adams). Absent were Lewis Cunningham, Tommy Stanley, 
and Rico Sebastianelli. Pat Malone (president), Danny Padgett (vice 
president) and Loma Rhodes (secretary/treasurer) were all present. 

The Board recommended that 

-the 2003 annual meet of the APA be awarded to the Pacific Poultry 
Breeders’ Association, to be held January 23-25, 2004, at the Placer County 
Fairgrounds, Roseville, CA. The bid for the show was presented by Bruce 
Sherman. The PPBA (the “old Cow Palace show”) is 55 years old; it has

-Don Krahe’s letter of October 12, 2001 to S. R. Powell regarding the 
description of Golden-Penciled and Silver-Penciled Hamburgs in the 
American Standard of Perfection, as well as S. R. Powell’s reply to Don 
Krahe of October 26, 2001, be referred to the Standard of Perfection 
Committee for consideration when the ASOP is next revised, beginning in 
2002 . 

-Chuck Oltersdorf be named the Election Commissioner for the 2002 
APA elections. 

Administrative/Parliamentary Note: The Board, at the request of Vi 
Halbach, discussed the question of revising the By-Laws of the APA in 
order to answer questions regarding the granting of permission to use APA 
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copyrighted material (see fax from Vi Halbach to Pat Malone of 10-09-01). 
Vi Halbach/Scott Adams made a motion regarding the question. The motion 
did not receive a second, and no further discussion of the question took 
place. 

Reports Received by the Board 

-Standard of Perfection Committee. Sam Brush reported that six 
cases of the revised 2001 American Standard of Perfection would be 
received in Lincoln, NE on November 3. These copies did arrive at mid-day 
on Saturday, November 3, and will be sold at $48 per copy. The remainder 
of the print run should be received from the printer by the end of November. 

-Membership Committee (S. R. Powell, Chair; Nona Shearer, Jerry 
Yeaw). Robert reported that 2,500 copies of the new membership 
recruitment flyei that the Committee created this year were mailed to 76 
poultry clubs and organizations in the period May-September 2001. Loma 
Rhodes reported that new and renewal memberships in the APA were 
coming into the APA office at a good rate at present and that quite a few 
were the result of these mailings. Pat Malone reported that $1,000 was 
included in the budget for 2002, at the Committee’s request, so that the 
Committee might (1) produce a questionnaire and do a mailing to see if it 
can detennine why some people allow their memberships in the APA to 
lapse, and (2) to expand the current membership base of the APA. 

-APA Membership Report: Loma Rhodes. Life members, 65; 
endowment trust life members, 289; annual membeis, 1,152; junior 
members, 763; associate members, 203. Total memberships: 3,472. 

-Treasurer’s Report: Loma Rhodes. As of June 30, 2001: checking 
account, $18,514.38; savings account, $4,792.57; CDs, $67,856.89; money 
market account, $ 11,711.74. Total: $ 102,875.58. 

-APA/ABA Youth Program. S. Robert Powell congratulated Mike 
and Janet Miller, youth program coordinators, on their excellent article on 
the youth program in the November 2001 Poultry Press (pp. 26-27). 

-Art Contest Committee, Peter Merlin, chairman. Peter reported that 
24 entries were received in this year’s art competition, which was judged by 
Phyllis Urch, Ruth Vaughan, and Jeanne Thomforde. Entries from this year 
will be used on a 2003 APA calendar that the APA will produce. 

-Grand Master Exhibitors: Pat Malone reported that Buddy Hudson 
and the Rev. Paul Ashbrook were now Grand Master Exhibitors (numbers 
20 and 21, respectively). 

-Guinea Fowl into the American Standard of Perfection. S. R. Powell 
reported that the Rev. Roland Romig, Don Perrin, and he were continuing in 
their efforts to get Guinea Fowl admitted to the ASOP. Robert reported that 
the group is currently having the French and German Guinea Fowl standards 
translated into English and that the group will produce in the near future a 
written “standard” for Pearl, White, and Coral Blue Guineas. At the APA 
general membership meeting on November 3, Robert made a motion that the 
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judges for the qualifying meet for Guinea Fowl be chosen from among those 
APA-licensed judges who have raised Guinea Fowl and who have attended a 
seminar sponsored by the Guinea Fowl project group to familiarize them 
with the “standard” established by the group forjudging Guinea Fowl. Nona 
Shearer seconded the motion. The motion carried. 

-Shipping of Birds. Duane Urch reported that the “bird shippers” bill 
was passed by Congress on November 2 and that this provisional legislation 
will make it possible to ship poultry via the post office until June 30, 2002, 
by which time permanent legislation will have to be in place. The Bird 
Shippers of America (the APA is now a member) have hired a lobbyist, 
Stephen Boynton, to advocate the point of view of the American Poultry 
Association before our nation’s legislators. 

-Loma Rhodes reported that a signed letter of intent from all 
candidates for the 2002 APA elections must be received by the APA by 
December 1 st . She also reported that the 2002 ballots will be mailed on 
January 29; ballots are to be post marked for return no later than February 
28; ballots must be received by the APA by March 10-11; newly-elected 
officers and directors will take office on April 1. 

--Yearbook Committee Report. Robert Powell congratulated the 
Secretary on the 2001 APA Yearbook. “The front matter—title page, 
copyright page, table of contents—gives the book a more professional 
appearance. There’s a wealth of official information included, as always. 
And there are a lot of interesting and informative articles in this year’s 
Yearbook. This Yearbook will be read and referred to by poultry fanciers for 
many years to come. It’s a very impressive publication—and it’s just one of 
the many benefits that members receive when they pay the very reasonable 
annual fee for membership in the organization.” 

—Internet Committee Report. Peter Merlin reported that there were 
24,351 “hits” to the APA webpage in the past 28 weeks. That’s an average 
of 869 “hits” per week.

Pennsylvania was represented at the APA national meet in Lincoln, 
Nebraska by (1) the Rev. and Mrs. Roland Romig, and (2) S. Robert Powell.

To the Officers, Directors and Members of the ABA. 


Subject: Color Pictures for the Bantam Standard! 

The first color renditions of sponsored Bantam Portraits have been received. They are extremely 
detail oriented and when complete v/ill make a fantastic Bantam Standard possible. Copies have 
been sent to the respective committee members for their input. There will be some corrective work 
to be done and our artist is eager to complete the project. The breed clubs that took an active part in 
the important work of determining and fixing the shape will be asked again to comment on the 
color. The board will then give the final approval. The approval process may have to be done in 
steps a few breeds at a time during a time w hen there are no meetings. 


Subject: Standard Unification! 

We identified many differences between our Bantam Standard and the Standard of Perfection. We 
did seek the opinions and input of the committee as well as other judges we had confidence in. The 
results were far from uniform. All had in common the desire to have a Bantam Standard that is 
correct and easy to use. We did come up with recommendations but we did not agree on all points. 
Sometimes the ABA is wrong and sometimes there is a better way 

The recommendations are made in good faith. They will not hurt the Fancy, the Exhibitor or the 
APA. We do note that these proposals will “take care" of quite a few of the differences or reduce 
them considerably. There is still work to be done. Our colleges at the APA know that we can’t 
make an omelet without breaking eggs, in due time they too should have proposals originating from 
there as well. We always informed them of everything we did. Good will can achieve much.. 

We have numbered our proposals and at this time only ask for the board’s approval that they be 
published in the quarterly together with a plea for all interested members to communicate their 
approval or misgivings to this committee. We are always interested in sound and reasoned 
comments. We will consider everything we receive. We will make recommendations for final 
votes for the next meeting in Delaware. 


1.) 1 hat the ABA adopts the APA’s system that fixes disqualifying weights at 20% up or down. 

These limits as well as all specific point cuts for weight can only be applied when all 
bantams are openly weighed on certified scales before judging takes place and the weights 
obtained are noted on the scorecard. — note: A judge cannot accurately guess the weight of 
a bantam.

Banty Mom wrote: 

This is serious stuff guys. We can not just wring our hands over it on this 
board and worry. There are people who DO think the keeping of any animal is 

wrong and they will be the first to jump on this and organize support for a 

Poultry-Keeping Ban. They are VERY organized and VERY watchful. 

Once it 

happens in one place, it becomes a precident and it WILL happen again. 

WE 

need to be more organized and we need to DO something other than 




preach to 

our own choir. We all understand about dogs and cats being just as much a 
nuisence. We all understand that poultry doesn't have to cause problems 
We 

all know that our hobby means as much to us as others' pleasures mean to 
them (by the way, "pursuit of happiness" is in the Declaration of 
Independance not a right guaranteed by the Bill of Rights), but others 
often see the keeping of chickens as a silly, frivilous thing and fair game 
for ridicule along with accordian and bagpipe playing, curling, 
squaredancing, and other things outside of the mainstream. 


So what to do? Well... 

First, we need to react faster than we did about the shipping 
crisis. 

It wasn't untill shipping actually stopped that enough people actually 
got 

involved. That was nearly too late. 

Second, we ALL need to act. So what if you don't have and 
never will 

have trouble v/ith your neighbors. The enemy is organized. They 
don't talk 

endlessly about the problem, they pounce and act, ALL of them, as 
a 

collective body. So must we do the same. 

Third, we must be effective. Whining about the problems that 
other 

people's hobbies cause us does nothing to SUPPORT our cause. 
Instead, tell 

those with the power to make the decision about the benefits of 
poultry 

keeping. 1) Children leam responsibility and respect for animals, 
especially if the birds are slaughtered for meat. 2) With all the 
scares 

about infected commercial livestock, people need to be able to 
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raise their 

own meat and eggs. 3) Basilisks are killed by roosters crowing, so 
any 

neighborhood with chickens is protected from these beasts (sorry, 
the Harry 

Potter reference just slipped out). 4) Poultry breeders supply good- 
quality 

and healthy chicks and birds in support of local 4H and FF-'A 
programs. 5) 

Many of us are preserving breeds of poultry on the rare and 
endangered 

breeds list. 6) Chickens DO oat flies, as well as fly larva, earwigs, 
snails, and even the occasional nest of baby golphers (but you 
must admit, 

they DO attract a ton of flies, something we have to work on). 7) 
Local song 

birds benefit from the free food and lack of cats in poultry yards. 8) 
Well, 

you get the idea, work on it. 

Fourth, ENLIST the support of local folks, including non-poultry 
neighbors, people with organic gardens and compost heaps (they 
often face a 

similar problem concerning accusations of smell and already know 
how to deal 

with it) and local dog and cat owners. Yes, I know that irresponsible 
dog 

owners are usually considered the enemy, but in reality, so are 
irresponsible poultry owners. Enlist the support of the responsible 
ones. 

They WILL see your point and they are in your community where 
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decissions are made. Point out to them, in a very nice way, that 
dogs and 

cats make just as much noise, attract flies all over the 
neighborhood (not 

just in ones own back yard), kill local cute things like birds and 
bunnies, 

and are considered by non-animal lovers to be quite a nusience. 
Convince 

them that we are in this together and that once the animal haters 
have their 

way and prohibit poultry (and rabbits too, probably next), those 
same animal 

haters will turn on the keeping of dogs and cats. If you have too, 
show them 

some of the more extreem postings from PETA if they don't believe 
you, and 

let them believe that PETA is behind this. 

Fifth, get the word out to those not on the web! Band together. 
Create 

a network. Create a local poultry club and stay organized. Get 
together and 

talk to the people in charge face-to-face. Clean up your yards, trap 
the 

flies, and invite them over to see the best ones (but without too 
many 

birds). Put on a local poultry show to benefit something in your 
community 

and to show people just how nice and clean birds can be. Don't let 



birds run loose for awiie. Once your yards are clean, keep them 
that way. 

Sixth, ALL of us, even those not in MD, need to send postcards, 
call, 

e-mail, fax the powers-that-be in Prince George's County to 
express our 

concern in a polite, considerate, respectful way. 

Seventh, be ready to propose a compromise if it comes down to 
that, but 

remind them that those unhappy with the situation moved into it. It's 
not 

like they couldn't have known. Roosters are not that easy to hide. 

Eighth, visit the enemy's web sites. Learn what they are saying. 
Have 

information prepared to give to the powers that be that proves that 
they are 

feeding them mis-information (be respectful when doing so). Do not 
bother 

arguing with the enemy. Be ready to face similar movements in 
your own area. 

Ninth, Start Now! Do not wait until you think about it later. (Kay, 
please post information we would need to contact the right people.) 
We need 

to think like activists. 

Well, there it is, my suggestions. Hey, not bad for my maiden 
post to 

this board, huh? Sorry it was so long. I will try to post some shorter 
things before my next speech.

Article 1 - Name 

This organization shall be known as the Amencan Game Bantam Club. 

Article 2 - Headquarteri 




The postal address of this organization's Se:retary/Treasurer will be considered the headquarters of this 
organization. 

Article 3 - Object 

Section t - The purpose of this organization shall be to unite breeders of American Game Bantams and to 
promote the breedmg, improvement, and exhibition of American Game Bantams. 

Section 2 - This organization will promote American Game Bantams that conform to the requirements for the 
breed as listed in the ABA’s “Bantam Standard”. 

Section 3 - This organization will strive to create a forum where its members can exchange ideas and 
practices that will help others to breed quality American Game Bantams, and promote friendly and honest 
correspondence among the members by providing a quarterly newsletter and a membership list to all its 
members. 



Article 4 - Membership 


Section 1 - Any person submitting a request for membership along with funds in the amount of one year’s 
dues will be accepted as a member in good standing. 


Section 2 - Any member whose dues are thirty (30) days overdue will lose all membership privileges. Such a 
member shall be reinstated as soon as membership dues are received from him or her by the

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Article 5 - Membership Dues

The immediate past 
President shall serve as Director-at-Large. 

Section 2 - All officers, except the Director-at-Large, who will be the immediate past President, shall be 
elected for a period of two (2) years. Their term of office will begin on the first day of January following the 
election. Any officefctwho has served this organization satisfactorily in the past may be a candidate for re- 
election. 

Section 3 - It shall be the duty of each of the District Directors to appoint a state or provincial representative, 
if possible, for each state or province in his/her district. 

Section 4 - If any office is vacated for any reason by a club officer during his/her term of office, the Board of 
Directors will fill that office for the remainder of the term. 


Article 7 - Quorum 

A minimum of five (5) members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business st any regular or 
special meeting. Five (5) members shall constitute a quorum for any Board of Directors meeting. 

Article 8 - Districts 

The Board of Directors, by a majority vote, may re-group, re-arrange, increase or decrease the number of 
districts should it become necessary to do so.
